* Preferring  one  another  by  a charity  stronger  than  our  self- 
love. 
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13  ...  By  charity  of  the  spirit  serve  one  Gal.  v. 
another. 

14  For  all  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  one  sen- 
tence : Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself. 

2 Bear  ye  one  another’s  burdens ; and  so  Gal.  vi. 
shall  you  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. 

32  And  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,  mer-  Ephes. 
ciful,  forgiving  one  another,  even  as  God  iv. 
hath  forgiven  you  in  Christ. 

2 And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  Ephes.  v. 
loved  us  . . . 

1 2 And  may  the  Lord  multiply  you,  and  1 Thess. 
make  you  abound  in  charity  towards  each  iii. 
other  and  towards  all  men. 

I Let  fraternal  charity  abide  in  you.  Heb  xiii. 

8 If  then  you  fulfil  the  royal  law,  accord-  S.  James 

ing  to  the  Scriptures : Thou  shalt  love  thy  ii. 
neighbour  as  thyself ; you  do  well. 

10  He  that  loveth  his  brother,  abideth  in  1 S.  John 
the  light,  and  there  is  no  scandal  in  him.  ii. 

II  For  this  is  the  declaration,  which  you  1 S.  John 
have  heard  from  the  beginning,  that  you  iii. 
should  love  one  another. 

14  We  know  that  we  have  passed  from 
death  to  life : because  we  love  the  breth- 
ren . . . 

7 Dearly  beloved,  let  us  love  one  an-  1 S.  John 
other:  for  charity  is  of  God.  And  every  iv. 
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one  that  loveth,  is  born  of  God,  and  know- 
eth  God. 

12  ...  If  we  love  one  another,  God 
abideth  in  us,  and  his  charity  is  perfected 
in  us. 

2  In  this  we  know  that  we  love  the  chil-  i S.  John 
dren  of  God,  when  we  love  God,  and  keep  v. 
his  commandments.

of  angels,  and  have  not  charity,  I am  become  xiii.

3 And  if  I should  distribute  all  my  goods 
to  feed  the  poor,  and  if  I should  deliver  my 
body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it 
profiteth  me  nothing. 

4 Charity  is  patient,  is  kind : charity 
envieth  not,  dealeth  not  perversely,  is  not 
puffed  up, 

5 Is  not  ambitious,  seeketh  not  her  own, 
is  not  provoked  to  anger,  thinketh  no 
evil, 

6 Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoice th 
with  the  truth : 

7 Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 
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8 Charity  never  faileth  : 

13  And  now  there  remain,  faith,  hope, 
and  charity,  these  three : but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  charity. 

CHARITY  TO  NEIGHBOUR  (FURTHER 
DUTIES  AND  COUNSELS  OF). 

4 If  thou  meet  thy  enemy’s  ox,  or  ass  Exod. 

going  astray,  bring  it  back  to  him.  xxiii. 

5 If  thou  see  the  ass  of  him  that  hateth 
thee  lie  underneath  his  burden,  thou  shalt 
not  pass  by,  but  shalt  lift  him  up  with  him. 

2 1 Thou  shalt  not  molest  a stranger,  nor  Exod. 
afflict  him  : for  yourselves  also  were  strangers  xxii. 
in  the  land  of  Egypt. 

1 Thou  shalt  not  pass  by,  if  thou  seest  Deut. 
thy  brother’s  ox,  or  his  sheep  go  astray ; but  xxii. 
thou  shalt  bring  them  back  to  thy  brother. 

2 And  if  thy  brother  be  not  nigh,  or  thou 
know  him  not : thou  shalt  bring  them  to  thy 
house,  and  they  shall  be  with  thee  until  thy 
brother  seek  them,  and  receive  them. 

3 Thou  shalt  do  in  like  manner  with  his 
ass,  and  with  his  raiment,  and  with  every- 
thing that  is  thy  brother’s,  which  is  lost : if 
thou  find  it,  neglect  it  not  as  pertaining  to 
another.

n For  this  is  the  declaration,  which  you  i S.  John 
have  heard  from  the  beginning,  that  you  iiL 
should  love  one  another.

precepts  with  thee. 

1 My  son,  forget  not  my  law,  and  let  thy  Prov.  iii. 
heart  keep  my  commandments. 

2 For  they  shall  add  to  thee  length  of 
days,  and  years  of  life  and  peace. 

20  My  son,  keep  the  commandments  of  Prov.  vi. 
thy  father,  and  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy 
mother. 
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1 A wise  son  heareth  the  doctrine  of  his  Prov. 
father : but  he  that  is  a scoraer,  heareth  not  xiii. 
when  he  is  reproved. 

15  . . . No  good  shall  come  tothedeceit-  Prov. 
ful  son.  . . . xiv. 

20  A wise  son  maketh  a father  joyful : but  Prov.  xv. 
the  foolish  man  despiseth  his  mother. 

26  He  that  afflicteth  his  father,  and  Prov. 
chaseth  away  his  mother,  is  infamous  and  xix. 
unhappy. 

20  He  that  curseth  his  father,  and  mother,  Prov.  xx. 
his  lamp  shall  be  put  out  in  the  midst  of 
darkness. 

22  . . . Despise  not  thy  mother  when  she  Prov. 
is  old.  xxiii. 

25  Let  thy  father,  and  thy  mother  be  joy- 
ful, and  let  her  rejoice  that  bore  thee. 

2 Children,  hear  the  judgment  of  your  Ecclus. 

father,  and  so  do  that  you  may  be  saved.  iii. 

3 For  God  hath  made  the  father  honour- 
. able  to  the  children : and  seeking  the  judg- 
ment of  the  mother,  hath  confirmed  it  upon 
the  children. 

5 He  that  honoureth  his  mother  is  as  one 
that  layeth  up  a treasure. 

6 He  that  honoureth  his  father  shall  have 
joy  in  his  own  children,  and  in  the  day  of  his 
prayer  he  shall  be  heard.

2 Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother, 
which  is  the  first  commandment  with  a pro- 
mise. 

3 That  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  thou 
mayest  be  long-lived  upon  earth. 

CHILDHOOD  (DUTIES  TOWARDS). 

ii...  Thou  shalt  read  the  words  of  this  Deut. 
law  before  all  Israel,  in  their  hearing.  xxxi. 

12  . . . Both  men  and  women,  children 

* That  is,  the  offering  that  I shall  make  to  God,  shall  be  in- 
stead of  that  which  should  be  expended  for  thy  profit.  This 
tradition  of  the  Pharisees  was  calculated  to  enrich  themselves  ; 
by  exempting  children  from  giving  any  farther  assistance  to  their 
parents,  if  they  once  offered  to  the  temple  and  the  priests,  that 
which  should  have  been  the  support  of  their  parents.  But  this 
was  a violation  of  the  law  of  God,  and  of  nature,  which  our 
Saviour  here  condemns. 
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and  strangers,  that  are  within  thy  gates : that 
hearing  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the  Lord 
your  God,  and  keep,  and  fulfil  all  the  words 
of  this  law. 

13  That  their  children  also,  who  are  now 
ignorant,  may  hear,  and  fear  the  Lord  their 
God  ...

12  As  many  as  received  him,  he  gave 
them  power  to  be  made  the  sons  of  God,  to 
them  that  believe  in  his  name. 

12  . . . Jesus  spoke  to  them,  saying:  I S.  John 
am  the  light  of  the  world : he  that  followeth  viii. 
me,  walketh  not  in  darkness,  but  shall  have 
the  light  of  life. 

io  . . . I am  come  that  they  may  have  S.  John 
life,  and  may  have  it  more  abundantly.  x. 

57  He  that  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  S.  John 
my  blood,  abideth  in  me,  and  I in  him.  vL 

64  . . . The  words  that  I have  spoken  to 
you,  are  spirit  and  life.* 

24  Amen,  amen  I say  unto  you,  that  he  S.  John 
who  heareth  my  word,  and  believeth  him  v. 
that  sent  me,  hath  life  everlasting ; and 
cometh  not  into  judgment,  but  is  passed 
from  death  to  life. 

4 Abide  in  me:  and  I in  you.  As  the  S.  John 
branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself,  unless  it  xv.

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7 If  you  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide 
in  you,  you  shall  ask  whatever  you  will,  and 
it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 

19  Yet  a little  while : and  the  world  seeth  S.  John 
me  no  more.  But  you  see  me : because  I xiv. 
live,  and  you  shall  live. 

20  In  that  day  you  shall  know  that  I am 
in  my  Father,  and  you  in  me,  and  I in  you.

26  The  mystery,  which  hath  been  hidden  Coloss.  i. 
from  ages  and  "generations,  but  now  is  made 
manifest  to  his  saints, 

27  To  whom  God  would  make  known  the 
riches  of  the  glory  of  this  mystery  among  the 
Gentiles,  which  is  Christ,  in  you  the  hope  of 
glory. 

4 When  Christ  shall  appear,  who  is  your  Coloss, 
life ; then  shall  you  also  appear  with  him  in  iii. 
glory. 

15  Sanctify  the  Lord  Christ  in  your  1 S.  Pet. 
hearts  . . . iii. 

9 By  this  hath  the  charity  of  God  ap-  iS.  John 
peared  towards  us,  because  God  hath  sent  iv. 
his  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that 
we  may  live  by  him. 

5 Whosoever  keepeth  his  word,  the  charity  1 S.  John 
of  God  is  truly  perfect  in  him ; and  by  this  ii. 

we  know  that  we  are  in  him.

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6 He  that  saith  he  abideth  in  him,  ought 
himself  also  to  walk,  even  as  he  walked.

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9 Who  hath  said  to  his  father,  and  to  his 
mother : I do  not  know  you ; and  to  his 
brethren:  I know  you  not,  and  their  own 
children  they  have  not  known.  These  have 
kept  thy  word,  and  observed  thy  covenant. 

5 Blessed  is  he  whom  thou  hast  chosen, 
and  taken  to  thee:  he  shall  dwell  in  thy 
courts. 

26  . . . Blessed  be  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  . . . 

7 How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are 
the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings, 
and  that  preacheth  peace : of  him  that 
sheweth  forth  good,  that  preacheth  salvation, 
that  saith  to  Sion  : Thy  God  shall  reign  ! 

8 The  voice  of  thy  watchmen  : they  have 
lifted  up  their  voice,  they  shall  praise  toge- 
ther : for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye  when  the 
Lord  shall  convert  Sion.

18  And  I say  to  thee:  That  thou  art 
Peter  * and  upon  this  rock  I will  build  my 

* “Thou  art  Peter  . . .”  &c.  As  S.  Peter,  by  Divine  revela- 
tion, here  made  a solemn  profession  of  his  faith  in  the  divinity  of 
Christ ; so  in  recompense  of  this  faith  and  profession,  our  Lord 
here  declares  to  him  the  dignity  to  which  he  is  pleased  to  raise 
him.  Viz.,  that  he,  to  whom  he  had  already  given  the  name  of 
Peter,  signifying  a rock,  should  be  a rock  indeed,  of  invincible 
strength,  for  the  support  of  the  building  of  the  church  ; in  which 
building  he  should  be,  next  to  Christ  himself,  the  chief  founda- 
tion stone,  in  quality  of  chief  pastor,  ruler,  and  governor ; and 
should  have  accordingly  all  fulness  of  ecclesiastical  power,  signi- 
fied by  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Ibid.  “ Upon  this 
rock,”  &c.  The  words  of  Christ  to  Peter,  spoken  in  the  vulgar 
language  of  the  Jews  which  our  Lord  made  use  of,  were  the  same 
as  if  he  had  said  in  English,  Thou  art  a Rock,  and  upon  this 
rock  I will  build  my  church.  So  that,  by  the  plain  course  of  the 
words,  Peter  is  here  declared  to  be  the  rock,  upon  which  the 
church  was  to  be  built : Christ  himself  being  the  principal  foun- 
dation and  founder  of  the  same.  "Where  also  note,  that  Christ, 
by  building  his  house,  that  is  his  church,  upon  a rock,  has  thereby 
secured  it  against  all  storms  and  floods,  like  the  wise  builder 
(S.  Matt.  viL,  24th  and  25th  verses),  against  which  the  gates  of 
hell,  &c.,  can  never  prevail. 
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church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  pre- 
vail against  it 

19  And  I will  give  to  thee  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  And  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  bind  upon  earth,  it  shall  be  bound  also 
in  heaven : and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose* 
on  earth,  it  shall  be  loosed  also  in  heaven. 

15  And  he  said  to  (his  apostles) : Go  ye  S.  Mark 
into  the  whole  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  xvi. 
to  every  creature. 

3 Go : Behold  I send  you  as  lambs  among  S.  Luke 
wolves.  x. 

5 Into  whatsoever  house  you  enter,  first 
say : Peace  be  to  this  house  : 

6 And  if  the  son  of  peace  be  there,  your 
peace  shall  rest  upon  him  : but  if  not,  it 
shall  return  to  you. 

16  He  that  heareth  you,  heareth  me  : and 
he  that  despiseth  you,  despiseth  me.  And 
he  that  despiseth  me,  despiseth  him  that 
sent  me. 

35  . . . Behold,  I say  to  you,  lift  up  your  S.  John 
eyes,  and  see  the  countries,  for  they  are  iv. 
white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages, 
and  gathereth  fruit  unto  everlasting  life. 

* “Loose  on  earth.”  The  loosing  the  bands  of  temporal 
punishments  due  to  sins,  is  called  an  Indulgence,  the  power  of 
which  is  here  granted. 
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16  You  have  not  chosen  me : but  I have  S.  John 
chosen  you ; and  have  appointed  you,  that  xv. 
you  should  go,  and  should  bring  forth  fruit, 
and  your  fruit  should  remain:  that  what- 
soever you  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my 
name,  he  may  give  it  you. 

14  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  S.  Matt 
hear  your  words;  going  forth  out  of  that  x. 
house  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust  from  your 

feet 

15  Amen  I say  to  you,  it  shall  be  more 
tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rha  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  that 
city. 

21  And  he  said  to  them  again  : Peace  be  S.  John 
to  you.  As  the  Father  hath  sent  me,  I also  x^t 
send  you 

22  When  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on 
them  : and  he  said  to, them : Receive  ye  the 
Holy  Ghost 

23  Whose  sins  you  shall  forgive,  they  are 
forgiven  them:  and  whose  sins  you  shall 
retain  they  are  retained.* 

15  . . . Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter : Simon  S.  John 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  xxL 
these  ? He  saith  to  him : Yea,  Lord,  thou

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knowest  that  I love  thee.  He  saith  to  him : 

eed  my  lambs. 

1 6 He  saith  to  him  again  : Simon  son  of 
John,  loves t thou  me ? He  saith  to  him: 

Yea,  Lord,  thou  knowest  that  I love  thee. 

He  saith  to  him  : Feed  my  lambs. 

17  He  saith  to  him  the  third  time  : Simon 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me?  Peter  was 
grieved,  because  he  said  to  him  the  third 
time,  Lovest  thou  me  ? And  he  said  to  him : 

Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things  ; thou  knowest 
that  I love  thee.  He  said  to  him : Feed  my 
sheep.* 

16  And  the  eleven  disciples  went  into  S.  Matt 
Galilee,  unto  the  mountain  where  Jesus  had  xxviiL 
appointed  them. 

18  And  Jesus  coming,  spoke  to  them, 
saying  : All  power  + is  given  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth. 

* Verse  17.  Our  Lord  had  promised  the  spiritual  supremacy 
to  S.  Peter  (S.  Matt,  xvi.,  9th  verse).  And  here  He  fulfils  that 
promise,  by  charging  him  with  the  superintending  of  all  His  sheep, 
without  exception  : and  consequently  of  His  whole  flock,  that  is, 
of  His  whole  church. 

f “ All  power.”  See  here  the  warrant  and  commission  of  the 
apostles  and  their  successors,  the  bishops  and  pastors  of  Christ’s 
church.  He  received  from  His  Father  all  power  in  heaven  and 
in  earth  : and  in  virtue  of  this  power  He  sends  them  even  as  His 
Father  sent  Him  (S.  John  xx.,  21st  verse)  to  teach  not  one,  but 
all  nations : and  instruct  them  in  all  truths  : and  that  He  may 
assist  them  effectually  in  the  execution  of  this  commission,  He

Ghost  coming  upon  you,  and  you  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  Samaria,  and  even  to  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  earth. 

4 . . . Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ . . . Rom.  i. 

5 By  whom  we  have  received  grace  and 
apostleship  for  obedience  to  the  faith  in  all 
nations  for  his  name. 

15  How  shall  they  preach  unless  they  be  Rom.  x. 
sent? 

14  But  Peter  standing  in  the  midst  of  the  Actsii. 
eleven,  lifted  up  his  voice,  and  spoke  to 
them : Ye  men  of  Judea,  and  all  you  that 
dwell  in  Jerusalem,  be  this  known  to  you, 
and  with  your  ears  receive  my  words.t 

41  They  therefore  that  received  his  word 

promises  to  be  with  them  (not  for  three  or  four  hundred  years) 
but  all  days,  even  to  the  consummation  of  the  world. 

* How  then  could  the  Catholic  church  ever  go  astray  : having 
always  with  her  pastors,  as  is  here  promised,  Christ  himself,  who 
is  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life  (S.  John  xiv.)  ? 

t 15th  to  40th  verse  inclusive,  Acts  ii. 

5— a 
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were  baptized : and  there  was  added  in  that 
day  about  three  thousand  souls. 

12  And  by  the  hands  of  the  apostles  were  Acts  v. 
many  signs  and  wonders  wrought  among  the 

people  . . . 

13  But  of  the  rest  no  man  durst  join  him- 
self unto  them ; but  the  people  magnified  them. 

34  And  Peter  opening  his  mouth,  said : Acts  x. 
In  very  deed  I perceive  that  God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons. 

36  God  sent  his  word  to  the  children  of 
Israel*  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ  (he 
is  Lord  of  all) : 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  to 
the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  who 
was  appointed  by  God  to  be  judge  of  the 
living  and  of  the  dead. 

44  While  Peter  was  yet  speaking  these 
words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all  them  that 
heard  the  word. 

45  And  the  faithful  of  the  circumcision, 
who  came  with  Peter,  were  astonished,  for 
that  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  poured 
out  on  the  gentiles  also. 

4 But  Peter  began  and  declared  to  them  Acts  xi. 
the  matter  in  order. 

13  He  told  us  how  (Cornelius)  had  seen 
an  angel  in  his  house  standing  and  saying  to 
him : Send  to  Joppe  : and  call  hither  Simon, 
who  is  sumamed  Peter, 
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14  Who  shall  speak  to  thee  words  whereby 
thou  shalt  be  saved,  and  all  thy  house. 

15  And  when  I began  to  speak,  the  Holy 
Ghost  fell  upon  them,  as  upon  us  also  in  the 
beginning. 

1 And  some  coming  down  from  Judea,  Actsxv. 
taught  the  brethren : That  except  you  be  cir- 
cumcised after  the  manner  of  Moses,  you 
cannot  be  saved. 

6 And  the  apostles  and  ancients  assem- 
bled to  consider  this  matter. 

7 And  when  there  had  been  much  dis- 
puting, Peter  rising  up  said  to  them : Men 
brethren,  you  know  that  in  former  days  God 
made  choice  among  us,  that  by  my  mouth 
the  gentiles  should  hear  the  word  of  the 
gospel  and  believe. 

8 And  God  who  knoweth  the  hearts,  gave 
testimony,  giving  unto  them  the  Holy  Ghost 
as  unto  us. 

32  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  Peter,  as  he  Acts  ix. 
passed  through  visiting  all,  came  to  the  saints 
who  dwelt  at  Lydda. 

19  For  God  indeed  was  in  Christ  recon-  2 Cor.  v. 
riling  the  world  to  himself,  not  imputing  to 

them  their  sins,  and  he  hath  placed  in  us 
the  word  of  reconciliation. 

20  We  are,  therefore,  ambassadors  for 
Christ,  God  as  it  were  exhorting  by  us.  For 
Christ  we  beseech  you,  be  ye  reconciled  to 
God. 
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4 But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  Acts  vi. 
prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word 

9 For  we  are  God’s  coadjutors  : you  are  i Cor. 
God’s  husbandry,  you  are  God’s  building.  iii. 

4 But  as  we  were  approved  of  God,  that  i Thess. 
the  gospel  should  be  committed  to  us ; even  ii. 
so  we  speak,  not  as  pleasing  men,  but  God, 
who  proveth  our  hearts. 

8 For  if  also  I should  boast  somewhat  2 Cor. 
more  of  our  power,  which  the  Lord  hath  x. 
given  us  unto  edification,  and  not  for  your 
destruction ; I should  not  be  ashamed. 

10  . . . What  I forgave,  if  I have  forgiven  2 Cor. 
anything,  for  your  sakes  have  I done  it  in  ii. 
the  person  of  Christ. 

14  (You)  . . . Received  me  as  an  angel  of  Gal.  iv, 
God,  even  as  Christ  Jesus. 

CHURCH  (DUTIES  OF  THE  FAITHFUL). 

12  He  that  will  be  proud,  and  refuse  to  Deut 
obey  the  commandment  of  the  priest,  who  xvii. 
ministereth  at  that  time  to  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  the  decree  of  the  judge,  that  man  shall 
die,  and  thou  shalt  take  away  the  evil  from 
Israel. 

4 He  commanded  also  the  people  that  2 Paralp. 
dwelt  in  Jerusalem,  to  give  to  the  priests,  xxxi. 
and  the  Levites  their  portion,  that  they  might 
attend  to  the  law  of  the  Lord. 
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20  And  all  the  multitude  of  the  children  Ex. 
of  Israel  going  out  from  the  presence  of  xxxv, 
Moses, 

21  Offered  first  fruits  to  the  Lord  with  a 
most  ready  and  devout  mind,  to  make  the 
work  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  testimony. 
Whatsoever  was  necessary  to  the  service,  and 
to  the  holy  vestments. 

9 And  the  people  rejoiced,  when  they  1 Paralip. 
promised  their  offerings  willingly:  because  xxix. 
they  offered  them  to  the  Lord  with  all  their 
heart . . . 

13  Now  therefore  our  God  we  give  thanks 
to  thee,  and  we  praise  thy  glorious  name. 

14  ...  All  things  are  thine  : and  we  have 
given  thee  what  we  received  of  thy  hand. 

7 The  lips  of  the  priest  shall  keep  know-  Malach. 
ledge,  and  they  shall  seek  the  law  at  his  ii. 
mouth  ; because  he  is  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts. 

31  With  all  thy  soul  fear  the  Lord,  and  Ecclus. 

reverence  his  priests.  vii. 

32  With  all  thy  strength  love  him  that 
made  thee : and  forsake  not  his  ministers. 

33  Honour  God  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
give  honour  to  the  priests  . . . 

34  Give  them  their  portion,  as  it  is  com- 
manded thee  . . • 

12  Give  to  the  most  High  according  to  Ecclus. 
what  he  hath  given  to  thee,  and  with  a good  xxxv. 
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eye  do  according  to  the  ability  of  thy 
hands. 

17  Keep  thy  foot,  when  thou  goest  into  Eccles, 
the  house  of  God,  and  draw  near  to  hear.  ivt 
For  much  better  is  obedience,  than  the  vic- 
tims of  fools,  who  know  not  what  evil  they  do. 

15  And  I will  give  you  pastors  according  Jer.  iii. 
to  my  own  heart,  and  they  shall  feed  you 
with  knowledge  and  doctrine. 

20  Amen,  amen,  I say  to  you,  he  that  S.  John 
receiveth  whomsoever  I send,  receiveth  me  : xiii. 

and  he  that  receiveth  me,  receiveth  him  that 
sent  me. 

37  . . . The  harvest,  indeed,  is  great,  but  S.  Matt, 

the  labourers  are  few.  ix. 

38  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  send  forth  labourers  into  his 
harvest. 

14  Go,  show  yourselves  to  the  priests.  S.  Luke 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  they  went,  they  xvii. 
were  made  clean. 

15  If  thy  brother  shall  offend  against  thee,  S.  Matt, 
go  and  reprove  him  between  thee  and  him  xviii. 
alone.  If  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  shalt 

gain  thy  brother. 

16  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  take  with 
thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth  of 
two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  may  stand. 

1 7 And  if  he  will  not  hear  them,  tell  the 
church.  And  if  he  will  not  hear  the  church, 
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let  him  be  to  thee  as  the  heathen  and  the 
publican. 

6 Let  him  who  is  instructed  in  the  word,  Gal.  vi, 
communicate  to  him,  who  instructeth  him, 
in  all  good  things. 

11  If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  1 Cor. 
things,  is  it  a great  matter  if  we  reap  your  ix. 
carnal  things? 

14  So  also  the  Lord  ordained  that  they 
who  preach  the  gospel,  should  live  of  the 
gospel. 

14  You  have  done  well,  in  communicating  Phil  iv. 
to  my  tribulation. 

17  Not  that  I seek  the  gift:  but  I seek 
the  fruit  that  may  abound  to  your  account. 

18  . . . The  things  you  sent,  an  odour  of 
sweetness,  an  acceptable  sacrifice,  pleasing 
to  God. 

1 Let  a man  so  look  upon  us  as  the  1 Cor. 
ministers  of  Christ,  and  the  dispensers  of  the  iv. 
mysteries  of  God. 

1 Be  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I also  am  of  8 Cor. 
Christ  xi. 

16  Nevertheless,  whereunto  we  are  come,  Phil.  iii. 
that  we  be  of  the  same  mind,  let  us  also 
continue  in  the  same  rule. 

3 Careful  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  Ephes. 

in  the  bond  of  peace.  iv. 

4 One  body,  and  one  Spirit : as  you  are 
called  in  one  hope  of  your  vocation. 
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5 One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism. 

6 One  God  and  Father  of  all,  who  is 
above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  us  all. 

12  And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to  know  i Thess, 
them  who  labour  among  you,  and  are  over  v. 
you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you  ; 

13  That  you  esteem  them  more  abun- 
dantly in  charity  for  their  work’s  sake.  Have 
peace  with  them. 

16  That  you  also  be  subject  to  such,  and  1 Cor. 
to  every  one  that  worketh  with  us,  and  la-  xvi. 
boureth. 

17  Let  the  priests  who  rule  well  be  es-  1 Tim. 
teemed  worthy  of  double  honour  : especially  v. 
they  who  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine. 

7 Remember  your  prelates,  who  have  Heb. 
spoken  to  you  the  word  of  God ; considering  xiii. 
well  the  end  of  their  conversation,  imitate 

their  faith. 

17  Obey  your  prelates,  and  be  subject  to 
them.  For  they  watch  as  being  to  render  an 
account  of  your  souls : that  they  may  do 
this  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  for  this  is 
not  expedient  for  you. 

18  Pray  for  us. 

14  Is  any  man  sick  among  you?  Let  him  S.  James 
bring  in  the  priests  of  the  chinch,  and  let  v. 
them  pray  over  him,  anointing  him  with  oil 

in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the 
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sick  man ; and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up : 
and  if  he  be  in  sins,  they  shall  be  forgiven 
him. 

16  Confess  therefore,  your  sins  one  to 
another;*  and  pray  for  one  another,  that 
you  may  be  saved. 

COMMANDMENTS.

• To  those  whom  God  hath  appointed,  and  who  by  their  or- 
dination and  jurisdiction,  have  received  the  power  of  remitting 
sins  in  His  name. 
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3 Thou  shalt  not  have  strange  Gods  before 

me, 

4 Thou  shalt  not  make  to  thyself  a graven 
thing,  nor  the  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in 
heaven  above,  or  in  the  earth  beneath,  nor 
of  those  things  that  are  in  the  waters  under 
the  earth, 

5 Thou  shalt  not  adore  them,  nor  serve 
them : I am  the  Lord  thy  God,  mighty, 
jealous,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
upon  the  children,  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  of  them  that  hate  me  : 

6 And  shewing  mercy  unto  thousands  to 
them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my  command- 
ments. 

7 Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the 
Lord  thy  God  in  vain  : for  the  Lord  will  not 
hold  him  guiltless  that  shall  take  the  name 
of  the  Lord  his  God  in  vain. 

8 Remember  that  thou  keep  holy  the  sab- 
bath day. 

9 Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,  and  shalt  do 
all  thy  works. 

10  But  on  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  God : thou  shalt  do  no  work 
on  it,  thou  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter, 
nor  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant, 
nor  thy  beast,  nor  the  stranger  that  is  within 
thy  gates. 

11  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven 
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and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  all  things  that 
are  in  them,  and  rested  on  the  seventh  day : 
therefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  seventh  day, 
and  sanctified  it 

12  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother, 
that  thou  mayest  be  long-lived  upon  the 
land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  will  give 
thee. 

13  Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

14  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adulter)7. 

15  Thou  shalt  not  steal 

16  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness 
against  thy  neighbour. 

17  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour’s 
house  : neither  shalt  thou  desire  his  wife,  nor 
his  servant,  nor  his  hand-maid,  nor  his  ox, 
nor  his  ass,  nor  anything,  that  is  his. 

1 1 This  commandment,  that  I command 
thee  this  day  is  not  above  thee,  nor  far  off 
from  thee ; 

12  Nor  is  it  in  heaven,  that  thou  shouldst 
say : Which  of  us  can  go  up  to  heaven  to 
bring  it  unto  us,  that  we  may  hear  and  fulfil 
it  in  work  ? 

14  But  the  word  is  very  nigh  unto  thee, 
in  thy  mouth  and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou 
mayest  do  it 

19  I call  heaven  and  earth  to  witness  this 
day,  that  I have  set  before  you  life  and 
death,  blessing  and  cursing.  Choose  there- 
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fore  life,  that  both  thou  and  thy  seed  may 
live. 

16  He  that  shall  steal  a man  and  sell  Ex.  xxL 
him,  being  convicted  of  the  guilt,  shall  be 

put  to  death. 

20  He  that  striketh  his  bondman  or  bond- 
woman  with  a rod,  and  they  die  under  his 
hands,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  crime. 

14  Thou  shalt  not  speak  evil  of  the  deafj  Lev.  xix. 
nor  put  a stumbling-block  before  the  blind ; 
but  thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God,  be- 
cause I am  the  Lord. 

33  If  a stranger  dwell  in  your  land,  and 
abide  among  you,  do  not  upbraid  him. 

34  But  let  him  be  among  you  as  one  of 
the  same  country : and  you  shall  love  him  as 
yourselves  ...  I am  the  Lord  your  God. 

17  Do  not  afflict  your  countrymen,  butLev.xxv. 
let  every  one  fear  his  God : because  I am 

the  Lord  your  God. 

39  Know  therefore  this  day,  and  think  in  Deut  iv. 
thy  heart  that  the  Lord  he  is  God  in  heaven

5 Lift  not  up  thy  eye  to  riches  which  thou 
canst  not  have  . . . 

8 He  that  heapeth  together  riches  by 
usury  and  loan,  gathereth  them  for  him  that 
will  be  bountiful  to  the  poor. 

26  God  hath  given  to  a man  that  is  good 
in  his  sight,  wisdom  and  knowledge,  and  joy  : 
but  to  the  sinner  he  hath  given  vexation,  and 
superfluous  care,  to  heap  up  and  to  gather 
together,  and  to  give  it  to  him  that  hath 
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pleased  God : but  this  also  is  vanity,  and  a 
fruitless  solicitude  of  the  mind. 

9 A covetous  man  shall  not  be  satisfied  Eccles.

18  There  is  one  that  is  enriched  by  living  Ecclus. 
sparingly,  and  this  is  the  portion  of  his  re-  xL 
ward. 

19  In  that  he  saith : I have  found  me 
rest,  and  now  I will  eat  of  my  goods  alone : 

20  And  he  knoweth  not  what  time  shall 
pass,  and  that  death  approacheth,  and  that 
he  must  leave  all  to  others,  and  shall  die. 

4 He  that  gathereth  together  by  wronging  Ecclus. 
his  own  soul,  gathereth  for  others,  and  ano-  xiv. 
ther  will  squander  away  his  goods  in  rioting. 

9 The  eye  of  the  covetous  man  is  insa- 
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dable  in  his  portion  of  iniquity : he  will  not 
be  satisfied  till  he  consume  his  own  soul, 
drying  it  up. 

5 He  that  loveth  gold,  shall  not  be  justi-  Ecclus. 
fied  ; and  he  that  followeth  after  corruption,  xxxL 
shall  be  filled  with  it. 

6 Many  have  been  brought  to  fall  for  gold, 
and  the  beauty  thereof  hath  been  their  ruin. 

17  For  the  iniquity  of  his  covetousness  I Isaias 
was  angry,  and  I struck  him : I hid  my  face  lviL 
from  thee,  and  was  angry  : and  he  went  away 
wandering  in  his  own  heart 

9 Wo  to  him  that  gathereth  together  an  Habac. 
evil  covetousness  to  his  house,  that  his  nest  ii. 
may  be  on  high,  and  thinketh  he  may  be  de- 
livered out  of  the  hand  of  evil. 

19  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  on  S.  Matt, 
earth : where  the  rust,  and  the  moth  con-  vi. 
sume,  and  where  thieves  dig  through,  and 

steal. 

20  But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in 
heaven : where  neither  the  rust  nor  the  moth 
doth  consume,  and  where  thieves  do  not  dig 
through,  nor  steal. 

21  For  where  thy  treasure  is,  there  is  thy 
heart  also. 

15  And  he  said  to  them  : Take  heed  and  S.  Luke 
beware  of  all  covetousness  : for  a man's  life  xii. 
doth  not  consist  in  the  abundance  of  things 
which  he  possesseth. 
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1 6 And  he  spoke  a similitude  to  them, 
saying:  The  land  of  a certain  rich  man 
brought  forth  plenty  of  fruits  : 

17  And  he  thought  within  himself,  saying : 

What  shall  I do,  because  I have  not  where 
to  lay  up  together  my  fruits  ? 

18  And  he  said : This  will  I do : I will 
pull  down  my  bams,  and  will  build  greater  : 
and  into  them  I will  gather  all  things  that 
are  grown  to  me,  and  my  goods. 

19  And  I will  say  to  my  soul : Soul,  thou 
hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years,  take 
thy  rest,  eat,  drink,  make  good  cheer. 

20  But  God  said  to  him  : Thou  fool,  this 
night  do  they  require  thy  soul  of  thee ; and 
whose  shall  those  things  be,  which  thou  hast 
provided  ? 

21  So  is  he  that  layeth  up  treasure  for 
himself,  and  is  not  rich  towards  God. 

13  No  servant  can  serve  two  masters,  for  S.  Luke 
either  he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  xvi.

9 Behold,  the  day  of  the  Lord  shall  come,  Isaias 
a cruel  day,  and  full  of  indignation,  and  of  xiii. 
wrath,  and  fury,  to  lay  the  land  desolate,  and 
to  destroy  the  sinners  thereof  out  of  it. 

1 1 And  I will  visit  the  evils  of  the  world, 
and  against  the  wicked  for  their  iniquity,  and 
I will  make  the  pride  of  infidels  to  cease, 
and  will  bring  down  the  arrogancy  of  the 
mighty.

if  through  covetousness  he  take  by  violence,  xxvii. 
and  God  deliver  not  his  soul  ? 

9 Will  God  hear  his  cry,  when  distress 
shall  come  upon  him  ? 

10  Or  can  he  delight  himself  in  the  Al- 
mighty, and  call  upon  God  at  all  times  ? 

13  . . . The  hope  of  the  hypocrite  shall  Job.  viii. 
perish. 

36  Be  not  incredulous  to  the  fear  of  the  Ecclus. 
Lord  : and  come  not  to  him  with  a double  i. 
heart. 

37  Be  not  a hypocrite  in  the  sight  of  men, 
and  let  not  thy  lips  be  a stumbling  block  to 
thee. 

* See  5th  to  8th  v.  inclusive. 
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38  Watch  over  them,  lest  thou  fall,  and 
bring  dishonour  upon  thy  soul, 

39  And  God  discover  thy  secrets,  and 
cast  thee  down  in  die  midst  of  the  congre- 
gation. 

40  Because  thou  earnest  to  the  Lord 
wickedly,  and  thy  heart  is  full  of  guile  and 
deceit 

19  He  that  seeketh  the  law,  shall  be  filled 
with  it : and  he  that  dealeth  deceitfully,  shall 
meet  with  a stumbling-block  therein. 

24  There  is  one  that  submitteth  himself 
exceedingly  with  a great  lowliness : and  there 
is  one  that  caste th  down  his  countenance, 
and  maketh  as  if  he  did  not  see  that  which 
is  unknown: 

25  And  if  he  be  hindered  from  sinning 
for  want  of  power,  if  he  shall  find  oppor- 
tunity to  do  evil,  he  will  do  it 

15  Wo  to  you  that  are  deep  of  heart,  to 
hide  your  counsel  from  the  Lord : and  their 
works  are  in  the  dark,  and  they  say : Who 
seeth  us,  and  who  knoweth  us  ? 

3 And  why  seest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in 
thy  brother's  eye ; and  seest  not  the  beam 
that  is  in  thy  own  eye  ? 

4 Or  how  sayest  thou  to  thy  brother : Let 
me  cast  the  mote  out  of  thy  eye ; and  behold 
a beam  is  in  thy  own  eye  ? 

5 Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam 
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out  of  thy  own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see 
to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  brothers  eye. 

24  Blind  guides,  who  strain  out  a gnat  S.  Matt, 

and  swallow  a camel.  xxiii. 

25  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hy- 
pocrites : because  you  make  clean  the  outside 
of  the  cup  and  of  the  dish  : but  within  you 
are  full  of  rapine  and  uncleanness. 

26  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  first  make  clean 
the  inside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  dish,  that 
the  outside  may  become  clean. 

27  Wo  to  you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hy- 
pocrites : because  you  are  like  to  whited 
sepulchres,  which  outwardly  appear  to  men 
beautiful,  but  within  are  full  of  dead  men’s 
bones,  and  of  all  filthiness  : 

28  So  you  also  outwardly  indeed  appear 
to  men  just ; but  inwardly  you  are  full  of 
hypocrisy  and  iniquity. 

33  You  serpents,  generation  of  vipers, 
how  will  you  flee  from  the  judgment  of  hell? 

6 . . . Well  did  Isaias  prophecy  of  you,  S.  Mark 
hypocrites,  as  it  is  written : This  people  vii. 
honoureth  me  with  their  lips,  but  their  heart 
is  far  from  me. 

42  Wo  to  you  Pharisees,  because  you  tithe  S.  Luke 
mint  and  rue  and  every  herb  : and  pass  over  xi. 
judgment,  and  the  charity  of  God.  Now 
these  things  you  ought  to  have  done,  and 
not  to  leave  the  other  undone. 
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26  Wo  to  you  when  men  shall  bless  you : S.  Luke 
For  according  to  these  things  did  their  vi. 
fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

1 . . . Beware  ye  of  the  leaven  of  the  S.  Luke 

Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy.  xii. 

2 For  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall 
not  be  revealed : nor  hidden,  that  shall  not 
be  known. 

3 For  whatsoever  things  you  have  spoken 
in  darkness,  shall  be  published  in  the  light : 
and  that  which  you  have  spoken  in  the  ear 
in  the  chambers,  shall  be  proclaimed  on  the 
house-tops. 

46  Beware  of  the  scribes,  who  desire  to  S.  Luke 
walk  in  long  robes,  and  love  salutations  in  xx. 
the  market-place,  and  the  first  chairs  in 

the  synagogues,  and  the  chief  rooms  at 
feasts. 

47  Who  devour  the  houses  of  widows, 
feigning  long  prayer.  These  shall  receive 
greater  damnation. 

2 Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,  and  having  iTim.iv. 
their  conscience  seared. 

1 ...  I know  thy  works,  that  thou  hast  Apoc.  iii. 
the  name,  of  being  alive  : and  thou  art  dead. 

IGNORANCE  OF  GOD. 

25  . . . The  ignorant  teach  ye  freely.  1 EsdrasviL 

21  The  lips  of  the  just  teach  many:  but  Prov.  x. 
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they  that  are  ignorant,  shall  die  in  the  want 
of  understanding. 

3 The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the  ass  Isaias  i. 
his  master’s  crib  : but  Israel  hath  not  known 

me,  and  my  people  hath  not  understood. 

13  Therefore  is  my  people  led  away  cap-  Isaias  v. 
tive,  because  they  had  not  knowledge  . . . 

22  For  my  foolish  people  have  not  known  Jer.  iv. 
me : they  are  foolish  and  senseless  children : 
they  are  wise  to  do  evils,  but  to  do  good 
they  have  no  knowledge. 

6 My  people  have  been  silent,  because  Osee  iv. 
they  had  no  knowledge : because  thou  hast 
rejected  knowledge,  I will  reject  thee,  that 
thou  shalt  not  do  the  office  of  priesthood  to 
me  . . . 

34  . . . Father,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  S.  Luke 
not  what  they  do.  xxiii. 

19  • . . Neither  me  do  you  know,  nor  my  S.  John 
Father  : if  you  did  know  me,  perhaps  you  viii. 
would  know  my  Father  also. 

4 He  who  saith  that  he  knoweth  him,  and  1 S.  John 
keepeth  not  his  commandments,  is  a liar,  ii. 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  him. 

8 He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God  1 S.  John 
. . . iv. 

3 For  to  know  thee  is  perfect  justice : and  Wis.  xv. 
to  know  thy  justice  and  thy  power,  is  the 
root  of  immortality.*

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IGNORANCE  OF  AND  UNCERTAINTY  OF 
FUTURE  EVENTS. 

i  Boast  not  for  to-morrow,  for  thou  Prov. 
knowest  not  what  the  day  to  come  may  bring  xxvii. 
forth. 

7 Because  (man)  is  ignorant  of  things  past,  Eccles. 
and  things  to  come  he  cannot  know  by  any  viiL 
messenger. 

1 . . . There  are  just  men  and  wise  men,  Eccles. 
and  their  works  are  in  the  hand  of  God : and  ix. 
yet  man  knoweth  not  whether  he  be  worthy 

of  love,  or  hatred : 

2 But  all  things  are  kept  uncertain  for  the 
time  to  come,  because  all  things  equally 
happen  to  the  just  and  to  the  wicked,' to  the 
good  and  to  the  evil,  to  the  clean  and  to  the 
unclean,  to  him  that  offereth  victims,  and  to 
him  that  despiseth  sacrifices.  As  the  good 
is,  so  also  is  the  sinner : as  the  perjured,  so 
he  also  that  sweareth  truth. 

3 This  is  a very  great  evil  among  all 
things  that  are  done  under  the  sun,  that  the 
same  things  happen  to  all  men:  whereby 
also  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  are 
filled  with  evil,  and  with  contempt  while 
they  live,  and  afterwards  they  shall  be 
brought  down  to  hell. 

n . . . The  race  is  not  to  the  swift, 'nor 
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the  battle  to  the  strong,  nor  bread  to  the 
wise,  nor  riches  to  the  learned,  nor  favour  to 
the  skilful : but  time  and  chance  in  all.

INDISCRETION. 

1 7  Let  not  thy  mouth  be  accustomed  to  Ecclus. 
indiscreet  speech  : for  therein  is  the  word  of  xxiii. 
sin. 

22  Open  not  thy  heart  to  every  man  : lest  Ecclus. 
he  repay  thee  with  an  evil  turn,  and  speak  viii. 
reproachfully  to  thee. 

17  He  that  discloseth  the  secret  of  a friend  Ecclus. 
loseth  his  credit,  and  shall  never  find  a friend  xxviii. 
to  his  mind. 

18  Love  thy  neighbour,  and  be  joinedto 
him  with  fidelity. 

19  But  if  thou  discover  his  secrets,  follow 
no  more  after  him. 
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20  For  as  a man  that  destroyeth  his  friend, 
so  also  is  he  that  destroyeth  the  friendship  of 
his  neighbour. 

1 Repeat  not  the  word  which  thou  hast  Ecclus. 
heard,  and  disclose  not  the  thing  that  is  xlii. 
secret. 

INGRATITUDE. 

13  He  that  rendereth  evil  for  good,  evil 
shall  not  depart  from  his  house. 

21  A sinner  attributeth  to  himself  the 
goods  of  his  surety : and  he  that  is  of  an  un- 
thankful mind  will  leave  him  that  delivered 
him. 

14  A little  city,  and  few  men  in  it : there 
came  against  it  a great  king,  and  invested  it 
and  built  bulwarks  round  about  it,  and  the 
siege  was  perfect. 

15  Now  there  was  found  in  it  a man  poor 
and  wise,  and  he  delivered  the  city  by  his 
wisdom,  and  no  man  afterward  remembered 
that  poor  man.

48  Thou  shalt  serve  thy  enemy  whom  the 
Lord  will  send  upon  thee,  in  hunger,  and 
thirst,  and  nakedness,  and  in  want  of  all 
things : and  he  shall  put  an  iron  yoke  upon 
thy  neck,  till  he  consume  thee. 

16  (You)  have  said : No,  but  we  win  flee  Isaias 
to  horses : therefore  shall  you  flee.  ’And  xxx. 
we  win  mount  upon  swift  ones:  therefore 
shaU  they  be  swifter  that  shajl  pursue  after 
you. 

1 . . . My  beloved*  had  a vineyard  on  a Isaias  v. 
hiU  in  a fruitful  place. 

2 And  he  fenced  it  in,  and  picked  the 
stones  out  of  it,  and  planted  it  with  the 
choicest  wines,  and  built  a tower  in  the  midst 
thereof,  and  set  up  a wine  press  therein : and 
he  looked  that  it  should  bring  forth  grapes, 
and  it  brought  forth  wild  grapes.

3 0 my  people,  what  have  I done  to  thee,  Mich.  vi. 
or  in  what  have  I molested  thee?  answer 
thou  me. 

6 And  they  shall  say  to  him : What  are  Zach. 
these  wounds  in  the  midst  of  thy  hands?  xiii. 
And  he  shall  say : With  these  I was  wounded 
in  the  house  of  them  that  loved  me. 

37  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  thou  that  killest  S.  Matt, 
the  prophets,  and  stonest  them  that  are  sent  xxiii. 
unto  thee,  how  often  would  I have  gathered 
thy  children,  as  the  hen  doth  gather  her 
chickens  under  her  wings,  and  thou  wouldest 
not ! 

17  . . . Were  not  ten  made  clean?  and  S.  Luke 

where  are  the  nine  ? xvii. 

18  There  is  no  one  found  to  return  and 
give  glory  to  God,  but  this  stranger. 

46  Some  of  them  went  to  the  Pharisees,  S.  John 
and  told  them  the  things  that  Jesus  had  xi. 
done. 

53  From  that  day  therefore  they  devised 
to  put  him  to  death. 

14  You  denied  the  Holy  one  and  the  Acts  iii. 
Just,  and  desired  a murderer  to  be  granted 
unto  you. 
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INNOCENCE. 

29  . . . Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  behold  S.  John 
him  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  i. 

6 I will  wash  my  hands  among  the  inno-  Ps.  xxv. 
cent : and  will  compass  thy  altar,  O Lord. 

33  God  who  hath  girt  me  with  strength : Ps.  xvii. 
and  made  my  way  blameless. 

13  He  will  not  deprive  of  good  things  Ps. 
them  that  walk  in  innocence  . . . lxxxiii. 

30  The  innocent  shall  be  saved,  and  he  Job. 
shall  be  saved  by  the  cleanness  of  his  hands,  xxii. 

1 Blessed  is  the  man  who  hath  not  walked  Ps.  i. 
in  the  counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor  stood  in 

the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sat  in  the  chair  of 
pestilence. 

2 But  his  will  is  in  the  law  of  the  Lord, 
and  on  his  law  he  shall  meditate  day  and 
night.

20  Be  not  in  the  feasts  of  great  drinkers  Prov. 

. . . xxiii. 

11...  He  that  is  delighted  in  passing  his  Prov. 
time  over  wine,  leaveth  a reproach  in  his  xii. 
strong  holds. 
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i Wine  is  a luxurious  thing,  and  drunken- 
ness riotous : whosoever  is  delighted  there- 
with shall  not  be  wise. 

17  He  that  loveth  good  cheer,  shall  be  in 
want:  he  that  loveth  wine,  and  fat  things, 
shall  not  be  rich. 

21  Because  they  that  give  themselves  to 
drinking,  and  that  club  together  shall  be  con- 
sumed ; and  drowsiness  shall  be  clothed  in 
rags. 

29  Who  hath  wo  ? whose  father  hath  wo  ? 
who  hath  contentions  ? who  falls  into  pits  ? 
who  hath  wounds  without  cause  ? who  hath 
redness  of  eyes  ? 

30  Surely  they  that  pass  their  time  in 
wine,  and  study  to  drink  off  their  cups. 

31  Look  not  upon  the  wine  when  it  is 
yellow,  when  the  colour  thereof  shineth  in 
the  glass  : it  goeth  in  pleasantly.

34  By  surfeiting  many  have  perished : but 
he  that  is  temperate  shall  prolong  life. 

11  Wo  to  you  that  rise  up  early  in  the 
morning  to  follow  drunkenness,  and  to  drink 
till  the  evening,  to  be  inflamed  with  wine. 

12  The  harp,  and  the  lyre,  and  the  tim- 
brel, and  the  pipe,  and  wine  are  in  your 
feasts  : and  the  work  of  the  Lord  you  regard 
not,  nor  do  you  consider  the  works  of  his 
hands. 

11  Fornication,  and  wine,  and  drunken- 
ness, take  away  the  understanding. 

13  . . . Let  us  eat,  and  drink ; for  to-mor- 
row we  shall  die. 

14  And  the  voice  of  the  Lord  of  hosts 
was  revealed  in  my  ears  : Surely  this  iniquity 
shall  not  be  forgiven  you  till  you  die,  saith 
the  Lord  God  of  hosts. 

34  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  perhaps 
your  hearts  be  overcharged  with  surfeiting 
and  drunkenness  and  the  cares  of  this  life  : 
and  that  day  come  upon  you  suddenly. 
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35  For  as  a snare  shall  it  come  upon  all 
that  sit  upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth. 

18  Be  not  drunk  with  wine,  wherein  is  Ephes.

18  For  many  walk,  of  whom  I have  told  Philip, 
you  often  (and  now  tell  you  weeping)  that  iii. 
they  are  enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ ; 

1 9 Whose  end  is  destruction  : whose  God 
is  their  belly : and  whose  glory  is  in  their 
shame : who  mind  earthly  things. 

JESUS  SAVIOUR. 

8 Drop  down  dew,  ye  heavens,  from  Isaias 
above,  and  let  the  clouds  rain  the  just : let  xlv. 
the  earth  be  opened,  and  bud  forth  a saviour : 

and  let  justice  spring  up  together : I the  Lord 
have  created  him. 

6 . . . Behold  I have  given  thee  to  be  the  Isaias 
light  of  the  Gentiles,  that  thou  maye’st  be  xlix. 
my  salvation  even  to  the  farthest  part  of  the 
earth.

21  This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it : and  go  Isaias 
pot  aside,  neither  to  the  right  hand,  nor  to  xxx.

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4 Surely  he  hath  borne  our  infirmities,  and  Isaias 
carried  our  sorrows  : and  we  have  thought  liii. 
him  as  it  were  a leper,  and  as  one  struck  by

he  was  bruised  for  our  sins  : the  chastise- 
ment of  our  I” peace  was  upon  him,  and  by 
his  bruises  we  are  healed.

the  name  that  they  shall  call  him  : The  Lord

2 . . . He  is  like  a refining  fire,  and  like  Malach. 
the  fuller's  herb.  iii. 

9 Rejoice  greatly,  O daughter  of  Sion,  Zach. 
shout  for  joy,  O daughter  of  Jerusalem  : Be-  ix. 
hold  thy  king  will  come  to  thee,  the  just  and 
saviour : he  is  poor,  and  riding  upon  an  ass, 
and  upon  a colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.

1 Jesus  spoke,  and  lifting  up  his  eyes  to  S.  John 
heaven,  he  said : Father,  the  hour  is  come,  xvii.

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19  . . . Let  every  one  depart  from  iniquity  2 Tim.  ii. 
who  nameth  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

12  Giving  thanks  to  God  the  Father,  who  Coloss.  i. 
hath  made  us  worthy  to  be  partakers  of  the 

lot  of  the  saints  in  light, 

13  Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power 
of  darkness,  and  hath  translated  us  into  the 
kingdom  of  the  Son  of  his  love, 

14  In  whom  we  have  redemption  through 
his  blood,  the  remission  of  sins. 

18  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the 
church,  who  is  the  beginning,  the  first-born 
from  the  dead : that  in  all  things,  he  may 
hold  the  primacy :

But  this  is  not 
against  our  seeking  the  prayers  and  intercessions,  as  well  of  the 
faithful  upon  earth,  as  of  the  saints  and  angels  in  heaven,  for 
obtaining  mercy,  grace,  and  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ.  As 
St.  Paul  himself  often  desired  the  help  of  the  prayers  of  the  faithful, 
without  injury  to  the  mediatorship  of  Jesus  Christ.

37  Judge  not,  and  you  shall  not  be  S.  Luke 
judged.  Condemn  not,  and  you  shall  not  vi. 
be  condemned  . . . 

7 . . . He  that  is  without  sin  among  you,  S.  John 
let  him  first  cast  a stone  . . . viii. 

13  Who  art  thou  who  judgest  thy  neigh-  S.  James 
bour?  . . • iv. 

17 
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1 And  there  were  . . . some  that  told  S.  Luke 
[Jesus]  of  the  Galileans,  whose  blood  Pilate  xiii. 
had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices. 

a And  he  answering  said  to  them  : Think 
you  that  these  Galileans  were  sinners  above 
all  the  men  of  Galilee,  because  they  suffered 
such  things  ? 

4 Or  those  eighteen  upon  whom  the  tower 
fell  in  Siloe  and  slew  them  : think  you  that 
they  also  were  debtors  above  all  the  men 
that  dwelt  in  Jerusalem? 

5 No,  I say  to  you : but  except  you  do 
penance  you  shall  all  likewise  perish.

3 Thus  saith  the  Lord  : Execute  judg- 
ment and  justice,  and  deliver  him  that  is 
oppressed  out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppressor :

LAST  JUDGMENT.

8 In  a flame  of  fire  yielding  vengeance  to 
them  who  know  not  God,  and  who  obey  not 
the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9 Who  shall  suffer  eternal  punishment  in 
destruction,  from  the  face  of  the  Lord  and 
from  the  glory  of  his  power  : 

10  When  he  shall  come  to  be  glorified  in 
his  saints,  and  to  be  made  wonderful  in  all 
them  who  have  believed  . . . 
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io  The  day  of  the  Lord  shall  come  as  a 
thief,  in  which  the  heavens  shall  pass  away 
with  great  violence,  and  the  elements  shall 
be  melted  with  heat,  and  the  earth  and  the 
works  which  are  in  it  shall  be  burnt  up. 

14  . . . Behold,  the  Lord  cometh  with 
thousands  of  his  saints, 

15  To  execute  judgment  upon  all . . . 

7 Behold,  he  cometh  with  the  clouds,  and 
every  eye  shall  see  him,  and  they  also  that 
pierced  him.  And  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth 
shall  bewail  themselves  because  of  him. 

15  And  the  kings  of  the  earth,  and  the 
the  princes,  and  the  tribunes,  and  the  rich, 
and  the  strong,  and  every  bondman,  and 
every  freeman  hid  themselves  in  the  dens, 
and  in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains  : 

16  And  they  say  to  the  mountains  and  the 
rocks : Fall,  upon  us,  and  hide  us  from  the 
face  of  him  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and 
from  the  wrath  of  the  Lamb  :

LENDING  AND  BORROWING. 

7 The  rich  ruleth  over  the  poor : and  the  Prov. 
borrower  is  servant  to  him  that  lendeth.  xxii. 

33  Make  not  thyself  poor  by  borrowing  Ecclus. 
to  contribute  to  feasts  when  thou  hast  xviii. 
nothing  in  thy  purse : for  thou  shalt  be  an 
enemy  to  thy  own  life. 

7 If  one  of  thy  brethren  that  dwelleth  Deut. 
within  the  gates  of  thy  city  in  the  land  which  xv. 
the  Lord  thy  God  will  give  thee,  come  to 
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poverty:  thou  shalt  not  harden  thy  heart, 
nor  close  thy  hand, 

8 But  shalt  open  it  to  the  poor  man,  thou 
shalt  lend  him,  that  which  thou  perceivest 
he  hath  need  of. 

25  . . . Thou  shalt  not  be  hard  upon  them 
as  an  extortioner,  nor  oppress  them  with 
usuries. 

2 1 The  sinner  shall  borrow,  and  not  pay 
again  : but  the  just  sheweth  mercy  and  shall 
give. 

26  He  sheweth  mercy  and  lendeth  all  the 
day  long ; and  his  seed  shall  be  in  blessing. 

5 Acceptable  is  the  man  that  sheweth 
mercy  and  lendeth  : he  shall  order  his  words 
with  judgment. 

1 He  that  sheweth  mercy,  lendeth  to  his 
neighbour  . . . 

2 Lend  to  thy  neighbour  in  the  time  of 
his  need,  and  pay  thou  thy  neighbour  again 
in  due  time. 

3 Keep  thy  word,  and  deal  faithfully  with 
him : and  thou  shalt  always  find  that  which 
is  necessary  for  thee. 

4 Many  have  looked  upon  a thing  lent  as 
a thing  found,  and  have  given  trouble  to 
them  that  helped  them. 

5 Till  they  receive,  they  kiss  the  hands  of 
the  lender,  and  in  promises  they  humble 
their  voice  : 
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6 But  when  they  should  repay,  they  will 
ask  time,  and  will  return  tedious  and  mur- 
muring words,  and  will  complain  of  the  time  : 

7 And  if  he  be  able  to  pay,  he  will  stand 
off,  he  will  scarce  pay  one  half,  and  will 
count  it  as  if  he  had  found  it : 

8 But  if  not,  he  will  defraud  him  of  his 
money,  and  he  shall  get  him  for  an  enemy 
without  cause  : 

9 And  he  will  pay  him  with  reproaches 
and  curses,  and  instead  of  honour  and  good 
turn  will  repay  him  injuries. 

10  Many  have  refused  to  lend,  not  out  of 
wickedness,  but  they  were  afraid  to  be  de- 
frauded without  cause. 

1 1 But  yet  towards  the  poor  be  thou  more 
hearty,  and  delay  not  to  show  him  mercy. 

12  Help  the  poor  because  of  the  com- 
mandment : and  send  him  not  away  empty- 
handed  because  of  his  poverty. 

26  Recover  thy  neighbour  according  to 
thy  power,  and  take  heed  to  thyself  that 
thou  fall  not. 

42  Give  to  him  that  asketh  of  thee,  and  S.  Matt, 
from  him  that  would  borrow  of  thee,  turn  not  v. 
away.

plications,  prayers,  intercessions,  and  thanks- 
givings be  made  for  all  men  : 

2 For  kings,  and  for  all  who  are  in  high 
station : that  we  may  lead  a quiet  and  a 
peaceful  life,  in  all  piety  and  chastity  : 
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3 For  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  our  Saviour, 

4 Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and 
to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

1 6 Let  us  go,  therefore*  with  confidence  Heb.  iv. 
to  the  throne  of  grace : that  we  may  obtain 
mercy,  and  find  grace  in  seasonable  aid. 

6 Be  not  solicitous  about  any  thing : but  Philip,  iv. 
in  everything  by  prayer  and  supplication 
with  thanksgiving  let  your  petitions  be  made 
known  to  God. 

13  Is  any  of  you  sad  ? Let  him  pray.  S.  Jamesv. 

5 If  any  of  you  want  wisdom,  let  him  ask  S.  James 
of  God,  who  giveth  to  all  abundantly,  and  i. 
upbraideth  not : and  it  shall  be  given  him. 

6 But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  waver- 
ing : for  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a wave  of 
the  sea,  that  is  moved  and  carried  about  by 
the  wind.

25  He  hath  stretched  out  his  hand  against 
God,  and  hath  strengthened  himself  against 
the  Almighty. 

14  Never  suffer  pride  to  reign  in  thy  mind,  Tobias 
or  in  thy  words : for  from  it  all  perdition  iv. 
took  its  beginning. 

2 5 The  Lord  will  destroy  the  house  of  the  Prov. 
proud ...  xv. 

24 
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5 Every  proud  man  is  an  abomination  to  Prov. 
the  Lord : though  hand  should  be  joined  to  xvi. 
hand,  he  is  not  innocent. 

1 8 Pride  goeth  before  destruction:  and 
the  spirit  is  lifted  up  before  a fall. 

4 Haughtiness  of  the  eyes  is  the  enlarging  Prov. 
of  the  heart  . . . xxi. 

23  Humiliation  followeth  the  proud  . . . Prov.  xxix. 
f 8 What  hath  pride  profited  us  ? or  what  Wisd.  v. 
advantage  hath  the  boasting  of  riches  brought 
us? 

3 The  pride  of  thy  heart  hath  lifted  thee  Abdias 
up,  who  dwellest  in  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  i. 
and  settest  up  thy  throne  on  high  : who 

sayest  in  thy  heart : Who  shall  bring  me 
down  to  the  ground  ? 

14  But  all  the  enemies  of  thy  people  that  Wisd. 
hold  them  in  subjection,  are  foolish,  and  un-  xv. 
happy,  and  proud  beyond  measure. 

30  The  congregation  of  the  proud  shall  Ecdus. 
not  be  healed : for  the  plant  of  wickedness  iii.

14  But  God  forbid  that  I should  glory, 
save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ; 
by  whom  the  world  is  crucified  to  me,  and  I 
to  the  world.

5 He  shall  receive  a blessing  from  the 
Lord,  and  mercy  from  God  his  Saviour.

3 They  that  are  learned  shall  shine  as  the  Dan.  xii. 
brightness  of  the  firmament : and  they  that 
instruct  many  to  justice,  as  stars  for  all  eter- 
nity. 

43  Then  shall  the  just  shine  as  the  sun,  in  S.  Matt, 
the  kingdom  of  their  Father.  xiii. 

23  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant : S,  Matt 
because  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a few  xxv.

21  Most  fully  knowing  that  whatsoever  he  Rom.  iv.

7 To  them  indeed,  who,  according  to  pa- 
tience in  good  work,  seek  glory  and  honour 
and  incorruption,  eternal  life. 

11  . . . Rejoice,  be  perfect,  take  exhorta-  2 Cor. 
tion,  be  of  one  mind,  have  peace  : and  the  xiii. 
God  of  peace  and  of  love  will  be  with  you. 

8 For  the  rest,  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a 2 Tim. 
crown  of  justice,  which  the  Lord  the  just  iv. 
judge  will  render  to  me  at  that  day ; and  not 

to  me  only,  but  to  them  also  who  love  his 
coming. 

23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  confession  of  our  Heb.  x. 
hope  without  wavering  (for  he  is  faithful  that 
hath  promised).

the  people  of  God. 

12  Because  I will  be  merciful  to  their  Heb.

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iniquities,  and  their  sins  I will  remember  no 
more. 

2 Grace  to  you,  and  peace  be  fulfilled  in  2 S.  Peter 
the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  Christ  Jesus  i. 
our  Lord. 

20  For  all  the  promises  of  God  are  in  2 Cor.  i. 
him,  It  is : therefore  also  by  him,  amen  to 

God. 

25  And  this  is  the  promise  which  he  hath  1 S.  John 
promised  to  us,  eternal  life.  iL 

7 ...  To  him,  that  overcometh,  I will  Apoc.  ii. 
give  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  life,  which  is  in  the 
paradise  of  my  God. 

17  ...  To  him,  that  overcometh,  I will 
give  the  hidden  manna,  and  will  give  him  a 
white  stone,  and  in  this  stone,  a new  name 
written,  which  no  man  knoweth,  but  he  that 
receiveth  it. 

21  To  him  that  shall  overcome;  I will  Apoc. iii. 
grant  to  sit  with  me  in  my  throne  : as  I also 

have  overcome,  and  have  sat  with  my  Father 
in  his  throne.

14  As  clouds,  and  wind,  when  no  rain  fol-  Prov. 
loweth;  so  is  the  man  that  boasteth,  and  xxv. 
doth  not  fulfil  his  promises. 

3 Keep  thy  word  . . . Ecclus.xxix. 
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PROSPERITY  OF  THE  WICKED. 

24  The  earth  is  given  into  the  hand  of  Job  ix. 
the  wicked  . . . 

7 Why  then  do  the  wicked  live,  are  they  Job  xxi. 
advanced,  and  strengthened  with  riches  ? 

8 Their  seed  continueth  before  them,  a 
multitude  of  kinsmen,  and  of  children's  chil- 
dren in  their  sight. 

9 Their  houses  are  secure  and  peaceable, 
and  the  rod  of  God  is  not  upon  them. 

1 1 Their  little  ones  go  out  like  a flock, 
and  their  children  dance  and  play. 

1 2 They  take  the  timbrel  and  the  harp, 
and  rejoice  at  the  sound  of  the  organ. 

13  They  spend  their  days  in  wealth,  and 
in  a moment  they  go  down  to  hell. 

14  Who  have  said  to  God  : Depart  from 
us,  we  desire  not  the  knowledge  of  thy  ways. 

15  Who  is  the  Almighty  that  we  should 
serve  him  ? and  what  doth  it  profit  us  if  we 
pray  to  him  ? 

2 Whilst  the  wicked  man  is  proud,  the  Ps.  ix. 
poor  is  set  on  fire. 

3 For  the  sinner  is  praised  in  the  desires 
of  his  soul : and  the  unjust  man  is  blessed. 

5 . . . Thy  judgments  are  removed  from 
his  sight : he  shall  rule  over  all  his  enemies. 

6 For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart : I shall 
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not  be  moved  from  generation  to  generation, 
and  shall  be  without  evil. 

17  Be  not  thou  afraid,  when  a man  shall 
be  made  rich,  and  when  the  glory  of  his 
house  shall  be  increased. 

18  For  when  he  shall  die  he  shall  take  no- 
thing away ; nor  shall  his  glory  descend  with 
him. 

20  He  shall  go  into  the  generations  of  his 
fathers  : and  he  shall  never  see  light. 

21  Man  when  he  was  in  honour  did  not 
understand:  he  hath  been  compared  to 
senseless  beasts,  and  made  like  to  them. 

2 But  my  feet  were  almost  moved;  my 
steps  had  well  nigh  slipt. 

3 Because  I had  a zeal  on  occasion  of  the 
wicked,  seeing  the  prosperity  of  sinners. 

4 For  there  is  no  regard  to  their  death, 
nor  is  there  strength  in  their  stripes. 

5 They  are  not  in  the  labour  of  men  : 
neither  shall  they  be  scourged  like  other 
men. 

6 Therefore  pride  hath  held  them  fast : 
they  are  covered  with  their  iniquity  and 
their  wickedness. 

1 1 And  they  said : How  doth  God  know  ? 
and  is  there  knowledge  in  the  most  High  ? 

12  Behold  these  are  sinners;  and  yet 
abounding  in  the  world  they  have  obtained 
riches.

Ps.  lxxii. 
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19  How  are  they  brought  to  desolation? 
they  have  suddenly  ceased  to  be : they  have 
perished  by  reason  of  their  iniquity. 

20  As  the  dream  of  them  that  awake,  O 
Lord ; so  in  thy  city  thou  shalt  bring  their 
image  to  nothing. 

1 1 Deliver  me,  and  rescue  me  out  of  the.  Ps.  cxliii. 
hand  of  strange  children : whose  mouth  hath 
spoken  vanity : and  their  right  hand  is  the 

right  hand  of  iniquity. 

12  Whose  sons  are  as  new  plants  in  their 
youth  : their  daughters  decked  out,  adorned 
round  about  after  the  similitude  of  a tem- 
ple : 

13  Their  storehouses  full,  flowing  out  of 
this  into  that  Their  sheep  fruitful  in  young, 
abounding  in  their  goings  forth. 

14  Their  oxen  fat.  There  is  no  breach  of 
wall,  nor  passage,  nor  crying  out  in  their 
streets. 

15  They  have  called  the  people  happy, 
that  hath  these  things:  but  happy  is  that 
people  whose  God  is  the  Lord. 

1 1 Moab  hath  been  fruitful  from  his  youth,  J er. 

and  hath  rested  upon  his  lees : and  hath  not  xlviii. 
been  poured  out  from  vessel  to  vessel,  nor 
hath  gone  into  captivity : therefore  his  taste 
hath  remained  in  him,  and  his  scent  is  not 
changed. 

9 There  is  success  in  evil  tilings  to  a man  Ecclus. 

XX. 
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without  discipline,  and  there  is  a finding  that 
turaeth  to  loss. 

1 Thou  indeed,  O Lord,  art  just,  if  I Jer.  xii. 
plead  with  thee,  but  yet  I will  speak  what  is 

just  to  thee:  Why  doth  the  way  of  the 
wicked  prosper ; why  is  it  well  with  all  them 
that  transgress,  and  do  wickedly? 

2 Thou  hast  planted  them,  and  they  have 
taken  root:  they  prosper  and  bring  forth 
fruit ... 

3 . . . Gather  them  together  as  sheep  for 
a sacrifice,  and  prepare  them  for  the  day  of 
slaughter. 

13  . . . Why  lookest  thou  upon  them  that  Habac.  i. 
do  unjust  things,  and  holdest  thy  peace  when 
the  wicked  devoureth  the  man  that  is  more 
just  than  himself?

19  Extinguish  not  the  Spirit  iThess.v. 

30  And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God : Ephes. 
whereby  you  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  re-  iv. 
demption. 
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RESURRECTION. 

15  Thou  shalt  call  me,  and  I will  answer  Job  xiv. 
thee . . . 

25  I know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  Jobxix. 
in  the  last  day  I shall  rise  out  of  the  earth; 

26  And  I shall  be  clothed  again  with  my 
skin,  and  in  my  flesh  I shall  see  my  God.

54  And  when  this  mortal  hath  put  on  im- 
mortality, then  shall  come  to  pass  the  saying 
that  is  written : Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.

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30  Riches  are  good  to  him  that  hath  no  Ecclus.

18  To  do  good ; to  be  rich  in  good  works  ; 
to  distribute  readily ; to  communicate  to 
others ; 

19  To  lay  up  in  store  for  themselves  a 
good  foundation  against  the  time  to  come, 
that  they  may  obtain  true  life. 

9 Let  the  brother  of  low  condition  glory  S.  James 

in  his  exaltation  : i. 

10  But  the  rich,  in  his  being  low,  because 
as  the  flower  of  the  grass  shall  he  pass  away. 
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SADNESS. 

38  . . . My  soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto  S.  Matt 
death  : stay  you  here,  and  watch  with  me.  xxvi. 

13  Is  any  of  you  sad?  Let  him  pray  . . . S.  James 

v. 

5 I looked  on  my  right  hand,  and  beheld : Ps.  cxli. 
and  there  was  no  one  that  would  know  me. 

Flight  hath  failed  me : and  there  is  no  one 
that  hath  regard  to  my  soul. 

1 1 My  life  is  wasted  with  grief : and  my  Ps.  xxx. 
years  in  sighs.  My  strength  is  weakened 
through  poverty,  and  my  bones  are  disturbed.

16  Henoch  pleased  God,  and  was  tran- 
slated into  paradise,  that  he  may  give  repen- 
tance to  the  nations. 

17  Noe  was  found  perfect,  just,  and  in  the 
time  of  wrath  he  was  made  a reconcilia- 
tion.

But  to  eat  with  unwashed  hands  doth  not 
defile  a man. 

42  Wo  unto  you,  Pharisees,  because  you  S.  Luke 
tithe  mint  and  rue  and  every  herb : and  pass  xi. 
over  judgment,  and  the  charity  of  God.  Now 
these  things  you  ought  to  have  done,  and 
not  to  leave  the  other  undone.

father,  or  from  his  mother,  and  saith,  This  is  xxviii. 
no  sin,  is  the  partner  of  a murderer. 

24  He  that  is  partaker  with  a thief,  hateth  Prov. 
his  own  soul : he  heareth  one  putting  him  to  xxix. 
his  oath,  and  discovereth  not. 

10  Be  not  anxious  for  goods  unjustly  got-  Ecclus. 
ten  : for  they  shall  not  profit  thee  in  the  day  v. 
of  calamity  and  revenge. 

17  For  confusion  and  repentance  is  upon 
a thief . . . 

11  As  the  partridge  hath  hatched  eggs  Jer. 
which  she  did  not  lay : so  is  he  that  hath  xvii. 
gathered  riches,  and  not  by  right:  in  the 
midst  of  his  days  he  shall  leave  them,  and 

in  his  latter  end  he  shall  be  a fool. 

10  You  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a Ezech. 
just  ephi,  and  a just  bate.  xlv.  . 

9 The  voice  of  the  Lord  crieth  to  the  Mich.  vi. 
city  . . . 

10  As  yet  there  is  a fire  in  the  house  of 

30 
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the  wicked,  the  treasures  of  iniquity,  and  a 
scant  measure  full  of  wrath  . . . 

n Shall  I justify  wicked  balances,  and 
the  deceitful  weights  of  the  bag  ? 

12  By  which  her  rich  men  were  filled  with 
iniquity,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  have 
spoken  lies,  and  their  tongue  was  deceitful  in 
their  mouth. 

13  And  I therefore  began  to  strike  thee 
with  desolation  for  thy  sins.

12  If  you  have  not  been  faithful  in  that 
which  is  another's  ; who  will  give  you  that 
which  is  your  own  ? 

5 Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  S.  John 
three  hundred  pence,  and  given  to  the  xii.

28  He  that  stole,  let  him  now  steal  no  Ephes.. 
more : but  rather  let  him  labour,  working  with  * iv. 
his  hands  that  which  is  good,  that  he  may 
have  to  give  to  him  who  is  in  need. 

25  For  he  that  doeth  an  injury  shall  re-  Coloss, 
ceive  for  that  which  he  hath  done  unjustly . . . iii. 

6 And  that  no  man  over-reach,  nor  cir-  1 Thess. 
cumvent  his  brother  in  business : because  iv. 
the  Lord  is  the  avenger  of  all  these  things, 
as  we  have  told  you  before,  and  have  tes- 
tified. 

8 He  therefore  that  despiseth  these  things, 
despiseth  not  man,  but  God.

38  And  all  the  people  came  early  in  the  S.  Luke 
morning  to  him  in  the  temple  to  hear  him.  xxi. 

2 And  early  in  the  morning  he  came  again  S.  John 
into  the  temple,  and  all  the  people  came  to  viiL 
him,  and  sitting  down  he  taught  them. 

4 I must  work  the  works  of  him  that  sent  S.  John 
me,  whilst  it  is  day : the  night  cometh  when  ix.

against  me. 

3 I was  dumb,  and  was  humbled,  and 
kept  silence  from  good  things  . . . 

2 O Lord,  deliver  my  soul  from  wicked  Ps.  cxix. 
lips,  and  a deceitful  tongue. 

12  A man  full  of  tongue  shall  not  be  Ps. 

established  in  the  earth  . . . cxxxix. 

3 Set  a watch,  O Lord,  before  my  mouth : Ps.  cxl. 
and  a door  round  about  my  lips. 

6 . . . Iniquity  covereth  the  mouth  of  the  Prov.  x. 
wicked. 

3 1 The  mouth  of  the  just  shall  bring  forth 
wisdom:  the  tongue  of  the  perverse  shall 
perish. 

13  For  the  sins  of  the  lips  ruin  draweth  Prov.  xii. 
nigh  to  the  evil  man  . . , 
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1 4 By  the  fruit  of  his  own  mouth  shall  a 
man  be  filled  with  good  things  . . . 

19  . . . He  that  is  a hasty  witness,  frameth 
a lying  tongue. 

3 He  that  keepeth  his  mouth,  keepeth  his  Prov. 
soul:  but  he  that  hath  no  guard  on  his  xiii. 
speech  shall  meet  with  evils. 

4 A peaceable  tongue  is  a tree  of  life : Prov.  xv. 
but  that  which  is  immoderate,  shall  crush 

the  spirit. 

1 It  is  the  part  of  man  to  prepare  the  Prov. 
soul : and  of  the  Lord  to  govern  the  tongue,  xvi. 

21  ...  He  that  is  sweet  in  words  shall 
attain  to  greater  things. 

23  The  heart  of  the  wise  shall  instruct  his 
mouth : and  shall  add  grace  to  his  lips. 

24  Well  ordered  words  are  as  a honey- 
comb : sweet  to  the  soul,  and  health  to  the 
bones. 

21  Death  and  life  are  in  the  power  of  the  Prov. 
tongue : they  that  love  it,  shall  eat  the  fruits  xviii. 
thereof. 

23  He  that  keepeth  his  mouth  and  his  Prov. 
tongue,  keepeth  his  soul  from  distress.  xxi. 

28  As  a city  that  lieth  open  and  is  not  Prov. 
compassed  with  walls,  so  is  a man  that  can-  xxv. 
not  restrain  his  own  spirit  in  speaking. 

7 The  spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  filled  the  Wisd.  i. 
whole  world : and  that,  which  containeth  all 
things,  hath  knowledge  of  the  voice. 
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8 Therefore  he  that  speaketh  unjust 
things  cannot  be  hid,  neither  shall  the  chas- 
tising judgment  pass  him  by. 

9 For  inquisition  shall  be  made  into  the 
thoughts  of  the  ungodly : and  the  hearing 
of  his  words  shall  come  to  God,  to  the  chas- 
tising of  his  iniquities. 

37  . . . Let  not  thy  lips  be  a stumbling-  Ecclus.  i. 
block  to  thee. 

38  Watch  over  them,  lest  thou  fall,  and 
bring  dishonour  upon  thy  soul. 

34  Be  not  hasty  in  thy  tongue  : and  slack  Ecclus. 
and  remiss  in  thy  works.  iv. 

23  Let  the  thought  of  God  be  in  thy  mind,  Ecclus. 
and  all  thy  discourse  on  the  commandments  ix. 
of  the  Highest. 

1 Blessed  is  the  man  that  hath  not  slipt  Ecclus. 
by  a word  out  of  his  mouth,  and  is  not  xiv. 
pricked  with  the  remorse  of  sin. 

33  Who  will  set  a guard  before  my  mouth,  Ecclus. 
and  a sure  seal  upon  my  lips,  that  I fall  not  xxii. 
by  them,  and  that  my  tongue  destroy  me 
not? 

7 Hear,  O ye  children,  the  discipline  of  Ecclus. 
the  mouth : and  he  that  will  keep  it  shall  not  xxiii. 
perish  by  his  lips,  nor  be  brought  to  fall  into 
most  wicked  works. 

16  The  tongue  of  a third  person  hath  dis-  Ecclus. 
quieted  many,  and  scattered  them  from  xxviii. 
nation  to  nation. 
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17  It  hath  destroyed  the  strong  cities  of 
the  rich,  and  hath  overthrown  the  houses  of 
great  men. 

18  It  hath  cut  in  pieces  the  forces  of 
people,  and  undone  strong  nations, 

19  The  tongue  of  a third  person  hath  cast 
out  valiant  women,  and  deprived  them  of 
their  labours. 

20  He  that  hearkeneth  to  it,  shall  never 
have  rest,  neither  shall  he  have  a friend  in 
whom  he  may  repose. 

21  The  stroke  of  a whip  maketh  a blue 
mark : but  the  stroke  of  the  tongue  will 
break  the  bones. 

2 2 Many  have  fallen  by  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  but  not  so  many  as  have  perished  by 
their  own  tongue. 

23  Blessed  is  he  that  is  defended  from  a 
wicked  tongue,  that  hath  not  passed  into  the 
wrath  thereof,  and  that  hath  not  drawn  the 
yoke  thereof,  and  hath  not  been  bound  in 
its  bands. 

24  For  its  yoke  is  a yoke  of  iron  : and  its 
bands  are  bands  of  brass. 

26  Its  continuance  shall  not  be  for  a long 
time,  but  it  shall  possess  the  ways  of  the  un- 
just : and  the  just  shall  not  be  burnt  with  its 
flame. 

27  They  that  forsake  God  shall  fall  into

29  Melt  down  thy  gold  and  silver,  and 
make  a balance  for  thy  words  and  a just 
bridle  for  thy  mouth  ; 

30  And  take  heed  lest  thou  slip  with  thy 
tongue,  and  fall  in  the  sight  of  thy  enemies 
who  lie  in  wait  for  thee,  and  thy  fall  be  in- 
curable unto  death, 

2 1 A wicked  word  shall  change  the  heart : Ecclus, 
out  of  which  four  manner  of  things  arise,  xxxvii. 
good  and  evil,  life  and  death  ; and  the  tongue 
is  continually  the  ruler  of  them. 

34  O generation  of  vipers,  how  can  you  S.  Matt, 
speak  good  things,  whereas  you  are  evil  ? for  xii, 
out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth 
speaketh. 

36  I say  unto  you,  that  every  idle  word 
that  men  shall  speak,  they  shall  render  an 
account  for  it  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

37  For  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justi- 
fied, and  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  con- 
demned. 

18  He  who  speaketh  of  himself,  seeketh  S.  John 
his  own  glory.  vii. 

29  Let  no  evil  speech  proceed  from  your  Ephes. 
mouth ...  iv. 
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18  But  the  soul  that  is  sorrowful  for  the  Baruch 
greatness  of  evil  she  hath  done,  and  goeth  ii. 
bowed  down,  and  feeble,  and  the  eyes  that 
fail,  and  the  hungry  soul  giveth  glory  and 
justice  to  thee  the  Lord 

10  . . . Thus  you  have  spoken,  saying:  Ezech 
Our  iniquities,  and  our  sins  are  upon  us,  and  xxxiii. 
we  pine  away  in  them : how  then  can  we 

live? 

1 1 As  I live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I desire 
not  the  death  of  the  wicked,  but  that  the 
wicked  turn  from  his  way,  and  live.  Turn 
ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways : and  why 
will  you  die,  O house  of  Israel  ? 

io  And  I will  pour  out  upon  the  house  of  Zach. 
David,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jeru-  xii. 
salem,  the  spirit  of  gi&ce,  and  of  prayers : 
and  they  shall  look  upon  me,  whom  they 
have  pierced : and  they  shall  mourn  for  him 
as  one  moumeth  for  an  only  son,  and  they 
shall  grieve  over  him,  as  the  manner  is  to 
grieve  for  the  death  of  the  first-born. 

14  And  after  that  John  was  delivered  up,  S.  Mark 
Jesus  came  into  Galilee,  preaching  the  gospel  i. 

of  the  kingdom  of  God, 

15  And  saying:  The  time  is  accom- 
plished, and  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand : 
repent,  and  believe  the  gospel. 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God  raised  again,  Acts  ii. 
whereof  all  we  are  witnesses. 
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4 Nor  obscenity,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  Ephes. 
scurrility,  which  is  to  no  purpose ; but  rather  v. 
giving  of  thanks. 

1 1 And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  un- 
fruitful works  of  darkness ; but  rather  reprove 
them. 

12  For  the  things  that  are  done  by  them 
in  private,  it  is  shameful  even  to  mention. 

6 Let  your  speech  be  always  in  grace  Col.  iv. 
seasoned  with  salt ; that  you  may  know  how 
you  ought  to  answer  every  man. 

19  Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms  and  Ephes. 
hymns,  and  spiritual  canticles,  singing,  and  v. 
making  melody  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord. 

2 Speak  evil  of  no  man  . . . Titus  iii. 

16  Shun  profane  and  vain  speeches ; for  2 Tim. 

they  grow  much  towards  impiety  : ii. 

1 7 And  their  speech  spreadeth  like  a can- 
cer ..  . 

26  If  any  man  think  himself  to  be  reli-  S.  James 
gious,  not  bridling  his  tongue,  but  deceiving  L 
his  own  heart,  this  man’s  religion  is  vain. 

2 ...  If  any  man  offend  not  in  word ; S.  James 
the  same  is  a perfect  man.  He  is  able  also  iii. 
with  a bridle  to  lead  about  the  whole  body. 

5 The  tongue  is  indeed  a little  member, 
and  boasteth  great  things.  Behold  how 
small  a fire  what  a great  wood  it  kindleth  ? 

6 And  the  tongue  is  a fire,  a world  of 
iniquity.  The  tongue  is  placed  among  our 
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members,  which  defileth  the  whole  body, 
and  setteth  on  fire  the  wheel  of  our  nativity, 
being  set  on  fire  by  hell. 

7 For  every  kind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds, 
and  of  serpents,  and  of  the  rest,  is  tamed 
and  hath  been  tamed  by  mankind : 

8 But  the  tongue  no  man  can  tame,  a 
restless  evil,  full  of  deadly  poison. 

9 By  it  we  bless  God  and  the  Father : and 
by  it  we  curse  men,  who  are  made  after  the 
likeness  of  God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth  proceedeth 
blessing  and  cursing.  My  brethren,  these 
things  ought  not  so  to  be. 

11  If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as  iS.  Peter 

the  words  of  God.  iv. 

TRIALS. 

21  This  every  one  is  sure  of  that  wor-  Tobias 
shippeth  thee,  that  his  life,  if  it  be  under  iii. 
trial,  shall  be  crowned  : and  if  it  be  under 
tribulation  it  shall  be  delivered : and  if  it  be 
under  correction,  it  shall  be  allowed  to  come 
to  thy  mercy. 

21  ...  Be  mindful  how  our  fathers  were  Judith 
tempted  that  they  might  be  proved,  whether  viii. 
they  worshipped  their  God  truly. 

3 . . . The  Lord  your  God  trieth  you,  that  Deut. 

xiii. 
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it  may  appear  whether  you  love  him  with  all 
your  heart,  and  with  all  your  soul,  or  no. 

2 And  thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way 
through  which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath 
brought  thee  for  forty  years  through  the 
desert,  to  afflict  thee  and  to  prove  thee,  and 
that  the  things  that  were  in  thy  heart  might 
be  made  known,  whether  thou  wouldst  keep 
his  commandments  or  no. 

3 He  afflicted  thee  with  want,  and  gave 
thee  manna  for  thy  food,  which  neither  thou 
nor  thy  fathers  knew : to  show  that  not  in 
bread  alone  doth  man  live,  but  in  every  word 
that  proceedeth  from  the  mouth  of  God. 

4 Thy  raiment,  with  which  thou  wast 
covered,  hath  not  decayed  for  age,  and  thy 
foot  is  not  worn,  lo  this  is  the  fortieth 
year. 

5 That  thou  mayst  consider  in  thy  heart, 
that  as  a man  traineth  up  his  son,  so  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  trained  thee  up. 

22  They  must  remember  how  our  father 
Abraham  was  tempted,  and  being  proved  by 
many  tribulations,  was  made  the  friend  of 
God. 

23  So  Isaac,  so  Jacob,  so  Moses,  and  all 
that  have  pleased  God,  passed  through  many 
tribulations  remaining  faithful. 

24  But  they  that  did  not  receive  the 
trials  with  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  but  uttered

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their  impatience,  and  the  reproach  of  their 
murmuring  against  the  Lord, 

25  Were  destroyed  by  the  destroyer,  and 
perished  by  serpents.

thee. 

3  As  silver  is  tried  by  fire,  and  gold  Prov. 
in  the  furnace : so  the  Lord  trieth  the  xvii. 

hearts. 

1 Son,  when  thou  comest  to  the  service  of  Ecclus. 
God,  stand  in  justice  and  in  fear,  and  pre-  ii. 
pare  thy  soul  for  temptation. 

2 Humble  thy  heart,  and  endure  : incline 
thy  ear,  and  receive  the  words  of  under- 
standing : and  make  not  haste  in  the  time  of 
clouds. 

3 Wait  on  God  with  patience  : join  thy- 
self to  God,  and  endure,  that  thy  life  may  be 
increased  in  the  latter  end. 

4 Take  all  that  shall  be  brought  upon 
thee  : and  in  thy  sorrow  endure,  and  in  thy 
humiliation  keep  patience. 

5 For  gold  and  silver  are  tried  in  the  fire, 
but  acceptable  men  in  the  furnace  of  hu- 
miliation. 

6 Believe  God,  and  he  will  recover  thee : 
and  direct  thy  way,  and  trust  in  him  . . . 

2 My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy,  when  you  James  i. 
shall  fall  into  divers  temptations : 
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3 Knowing  that  the  trying  of  your  faith 
worketh  patience. 

4 And  patience  hath  a perfect  work : that 
you  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  failing  in 
nothing. 


TROUBLES  OF  LIFE. 

1 The  life  of  man  upon  earth  is  a war- 
fare . . . 

1 Man  bom  of  a woman,  living  for  a short 
time,  is  filled  with  many  miseries. 

12  . . . Surely  in  vain  is  any  man  dis- 
quieted. 

2 ...  All  is  vanity. 

23  Cast  thy  care  upon  the  Lord,  and  he 
shall  sustain  thee : he  shall  not  suffer  the 
just  to  waver  for  ever. 

13  Give  us  help  from  trouble  : for  vain  is 
the  salvation  of  man. 

2 Our  God  is  our  refuge  and  strength : a 
helper  in  troubles,  which  have  found  us  ex- 
ceedingly. • 

17  The  troubles  of  my  heart  are  multi- 
plied : deliver  me  from  my  necessities. 

6 Better  is  a handful  with  rest,  than  both 
hands  full  with  labour,  and  vexation  of  mind. 

7 Surely  man  passeth  as  an  image : yea, 
and  he  is  disquieted  in  vain.  He  storeth 
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up : and  he  knoweth  not  for  whom  he  shall 
gather  these  things. 

i  Unless  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  Ps. 
labour  in  vain  that  build  it.  Unless  the  cxxvi. 
Lord  keep  the  city,  he  watcheth  in  vain  that 
keepeth  it. 

io  I have  seen  the  trouble,  which  God  Eccles. 
hath  given  the  sons  of  men  to  be  exercised  iii. 
in  it. 

26  God  hath  given  to  a man  that  is  good  Eccles. 
in  his  sight,  wisdom  and  knowledge,  and  ii. 
joy : but  to  the  sinner  he  hath  given  vexa- 
tion, and  superfluous  care,  to  heap  up  and 
to  gather  together,  and  to  give  it  to  him 
that  hath  pleased  God;  but  this  also  is 
vanity,  and  a fruitless  solicitude  of  the  mind. 

8 There  is  but  one : and  he  hath  not  a Eccles. 
second,  no  child,  no  brother,  and  yet  he  iv. 
ceaseth  not  to  labour,  neither  are  his  eyes 
satisfied  with  riches,  neither  doth  he  reflect, 
saying : For  whom  do  I labour,  and  defraud 
my  soul  of  good  things?  in  this  also  is 
vanity,  and  a grievous  vexation.

WICKED  (CHARACTER  OF). 

4  The  wicked  are  alienated  from  the  Ps.  lvii. 
womb,  they  have  gone  astray  from  the  womb, 
they  have  spoken  false  things. 

20  . . . The  heart  of  the  wicked  is  nothing  Prov.  x. 
worth. 

9  The  way  of  the  wicked  is  an  abomina-  Prov.  xv. 
tion  to  the  Lord  . . . 

28  . . . The  mouth  of  the  wicked  over- 
flowed! with  evils. 
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27  The  wicked  man  diggeth  evil,  and  in  Prov.xvi. 
his  lips  is  a burning  fire. 

4 . . . The  lamp  of  the  wicked  is  sin.  Prov;Xxi. 

27  . . . The  wicked  loathe  them  that  are  Prov. 

in  the  right  way.  xxix. 

3 The  evil  of  their  hands  they  call  good  . . . Mich.  vii. 

20  The  wicked  are  like  the  raging  sea,  Isaias 
which  cannot  rest,  and  the  waves  thereof  lvii. 
cast  up  dirt  and  mire. 

7 Their  feet  run  to  evil,  and  make  haste  Isaias 
to  shed  innocent  blood  : their  thoughts  are  lix. 
unprofitable  thoughts : wasting  and  destruc- 
tion are  in  their  ways. 

8 They  have  not  known  the  way  of  peace, 
and  there  is  no  judgment  in  their  steps : 
their  paths  are  become  crooked  to  them : 
every  one  that  treadeth  in  them,  knoweth  no 
peace. 

3 They  have  bent  their  tongue,  as  a bow,  Jer.  ix. 
for  lies,  and  not  for  truth  : they  have  strength- 
ened themselves  upon  the  earth,  for  they  have 
proceeded  from  evil  to  evil,  and  me  they 
have  not  known,  saith  the  Lord. 

6 . . . Through  deceit  they  have  refused 
to  know  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

20  For  every  one  that  doth  evil  hateth  S.  John 
the  light,  and  cometh  not  to  the  light,  that  iii. 
his  works  may  not  be  reproved. 

28  And  as  they  liked  not  to  have  God  in  Rom.  i. 
their  knowledge ; God  delivered  them  up  to 
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a reprobate  sense,  to  do  those  things  which 
are  not  convenient, 

29  Being  filled  with  all  iniquity,  malice, 
fornication,  avarice,  wickedness,  full  of  envy, 
murder,  contention,  deceit,  malignity,  whis- 
perers. 

30  Detracters,  hateful  to  God,  contume- 
lious, proud,  haughty,  inventors  of  evil  things, 
disobedient  to  parents, 

31  Foolish,  dissolute,  without  affection, 
without  fidelity,  without  mercy. 

32  Who,  having  known  the  justice  of  God, 
did  not  understand  that  they,  who  do  such 
things,  are  worthy  of  death  : and  not  only 
they  that  do  them,  but  they  also  that  con- 
sent to  them  that  do  them. 

1 8 Having  their  understanding  darkened,  Ephes. 
being  alienated  from  the  life  of  God  through  iv. 
the  ignorance  that  is  in  them,  because  of  the 
blindness  of  their  hearts. 

2 . . . Lovers  of  themselves,  covetous,  2 Tim. 
haughty,  proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to  iii. 
parents,  ungrateful,  wicked, 

3 Without  affection,  without  peace,  slan- 
derers, incontinent,  unmerciful,  without  kind- 
ness, 

4 Traitors,  stubborn,  puffed  up,  and  lovers 
of  pleasures  more  than  of  God. 

13  Evil  men  and  seducers  shall  grow 
worse  and  worse : erring,  and  driving  into 
error. 
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1 6 They  profess  that  they  know  God:  Titus L 
but  in  their  works  they  deny  him;  being 
abominable,  and  incredulous,  and  to  every 
good  work  reprobate. 


WICKED  (END  OF  THE). 

io  Let  us  have  pity  on  the  wicked,  but  Isaias 
he  will  not  learn  justice : in  the  land  of  the  xxvl 
saints  he  hath  done  wicked  things,  and  he 
shall  not  see  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 

23  God  hath  given  him  place  for  penance,  Job  xxiv. 
and  he  abuseth  it  unto  pride : but  his  eyes 
are  upon  his  ways. 

27  The  heavens  shall  reveal  his  iniquity,  Job  xx. 
and  the  earth  shall  rise  up  against  him. 

28  The  offspring  of  his  house  shall  be  ex- 
posed, he  shall  be  pulled  down  in  the  day 
of  God’s  wrath. 

29  This  is  the  portion  of  a wicked  man 
from  God,  and  the  inheritance  of  his  doings 
from  the  Lord. 

8 He  that  soweth  iniquity,  shall  reap  Prov. 
evils,  and  with  the  rod  of  his  anger  he  shall  xxiL 
be  consumed. 

25  As  a tempest  that  passeth,  so  the  Prov.x. 
wicked  shall  be  no  more. 

22  The  death  of  the  wicked  is  very  evil : Ps. 

and  they  that  hate  the  just  shall  be  guilty.  xxxiii. 
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7 When  the  wicked  man  is  dead,  there  Prov.  xi. 
shall  be  no  hope  any  more  . . . 

19  And  they  shall  fall  after  this  without  Wisd.  iv. 
honour,  and  be  a reproach  among  the  dead 

for  ever : for  he  shall  burst  them  puffed  up 
and  speechless,  and  shall  shake  them  from 
the  foundations,  and  they  shall  be  utterly 
laid  waste : they  shall  be  in  sorrow  and  their 
memory  shall  perish. 

20  They  shall  come  with  fear  at  the  thought 
of  their  sins,  and  their  iniquities  shall  stand 
against  them  to  convict  them. 

1 Then  shall  the  just  stand  with  great  Wisd.  v. 
constancy  against  those  that  have  afflicted 

them,  and  taken  away  their  labours. 

2 These  seeing  it,  shall  be  troubled  with 
terrible  fear  . . . 

3 Saying  within  themselves,  repenting, 
and  groaning  for  anguish  of  spirit : These 
are  they,  whom  we  had  some  time  in  deri- 
sion, and  for  a parable  of  reproach. 

4 We  fools  esteemed  their  life  madness, 
and  their  end  without  honour. 

5 Behold,  how  they  are  numbered  among 
the  children  of  God,  and  their  lot  is  among 
the  saints. 

6 Therefore  we  have  erred  from  the  way 
of  truth,  and  the  light  of  justice  hath  not 
shined  unto  us,  and  the  sun  of  understand- 
ing hath  not  risen  upon  us. 
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7 We  wearied  ourselves  in  the  way  of  in- 
iquity and  destruction,  and  have  walked 
through  hard  ways,  but  the  way  of  the  Lord 
we  have  not  known. 

8 What  hath  pride  profited  us  ? or  what 
advantage  hath  the  boasting  of  riches  brought 
us? 

9 All  those  things  are  passed  away  like 
a shadow,  and  like  a post  that  runneth 
on.
